You do not need to fill out 
this form if you are travelling for personal reasons such as going on a hike 
with a small group of friends or running errands in town such as picking 
up groceries. You do not need to fill this form out if you are running 
errands for your organization, such as picking up individually wrapped 
snacks or supplies for an event at a local store. 


Some examples of when 
this form should be filled out include, student organizations who are 
planning student organization events off-campus, individuals who are 
looking to do an off-campus/in person internship, or an athletic team who 
is volunteering off-campus.
